VITAL VICTORY IS 


Drives Huns from Large 
Section of Country They 
Have Ravaged 


RETREAT RAPIDLY 


| Enemy Cannot Hope to Hold 
Salient Embracing Im- 
portant Cities 


WITH THE ALLIED ARMIES IN 


BELGIUM, Oct. 16.—The Belgians 
advancing astride the Thourout- 
Bruges and Thourout-Ostenda roads, 


| have defeated the Germans, who are 
| retreating rapidly. This undoubtedly 
jis one of the war's greatest and most 
vital victories, for the gallant little 
Belgian army, ably assisted by crack 
French and British troops, now has 
| driven the despoilers of its country 
from a large section which the Ger- 
|mans have occupied since the early 
days of the war and has gained posi- 
| tions of such importance that the 
|Germans may have to abandon the 
entire coast of Belgium. 

Moreover, the sweeping advance of 
the Allied infantry, preceded by a fan 
of French cavalry advancing rapidly, 
j has left the entire area in which are 
[the important city of Lille and the 
| &reat mining and manufacturing dis- 
‘tricts of Tourcoing, Roubain and 
| Tournai, in a salient which is grow- 
ing deeper every hour and which the 
enemy cannot hope to hold. 


Does Marvellous Work 


The French cavalry, which is on the 
crest of the Allied advance, has done 
marvellous work. Today it galloped 
forward more than ten kilometres, 
frequently carrying out charges with 
all the dash usually associated with 
cavalry. upon isolated posts of enemy 
|machine gunners, which vainly  at- 
tempted to hold up its advanée. 

Resistance, where it has been @er- 
ed, has been extraordinarily fierce, for 
in, these. places it obviousty has 
the purpose of the commanders of the 
fleeing Germans to gain time in which 
|to remove their materials. Stubborn 
fighting has been reported, especially 
from the region of Thourvut. The 
battle here has been from street to 
street and from house to house, and 
large numbers of the enemy 
been killed. Large numbers of forces 
have swept around the city in order 
to cut the roads at the rear and also 
assist in bottling up the enemy trying 
to hold in the city. 

The Germans had placed machine 
guns in the windows of houses and 
cellars and fired murderous streams 
of bullets into the advancing Belgians, 
but were unable to stop them. The 
Belgians fought with a dogged deter-

|} mination such as only troops fighting 


to regain their outraged country could 
display. Nothing could stop them. 

The British, following the retreat- 
ing Germans and overcoming the 
rearguards, are reported as reaching 
Quesnoy and as having captured Lin- 
selles, along the Lys. ‘The Belgians 
at the time this dispatch was filed 
were reported to be past Keyem and 
have reached positions on the other 
side of Cachton and Ardoye, both of 
which they captured. Northeast of 
Courtrai, Bavichove was stormed and 
taken and the Belgians were still go- 
ing.

Peace talk is peace propaganaa, and peace propaganda is Ger- 
many’s hope.

To 
hold out the prospect of peace is to awaken that longing; with the 
only possible result that war effort is slackened, If war effort were 
equally slackened on both sides that would be to the advantage of the 
Josing side, Since July 18th Germany has been losing at a faster and 
faster rate day by day. If the war activities of the Allies can be kept 
up to their present pitch, unless the unforseen occurs, sooner ar later 
Germany must be finally and completely beaten. It was for this that 
Britain and the United States declared war. It was only this that 
made war worth while—that justified the heroism and the sacrifices 
that have been made in the cause of the world’s liberty and of the 
rights of humanity. Peace by complete victory is the only way in 
which acceptable terms of peace can be secured—the only terms of 
peace that could justify the sacrifices of war. 

Everyone wants peace. But peace for peace’s sake instead of 
| peace that will protect the rights of man would not be peace; it would 
| be defeat. For four years the world has stood in the presence of a 
danger to its liberty as great as when the Turks or the Saracens or 
| Attilla, or Tamarlane and Zhengis Kahn ravaged civilization in 
jages past. The sacrifices by which right and liberty have been 
fended during these terrible years must not be desecrated by the 
yearning for peace that would save from further sacrifices by thet 
acceptance of any terms other than those of complete vietory for 
the cause for which our sons and brothers have died.

) Our Mennonite citizens, it seems, | 


ot only refuse to fight to save the 


country, but refuse also to lend 
honey to the Government for mili- 


tary purposes. And not only do 
they object; their scruples are re- 


cognized in the one case as in the 
other, and they are given assur- 
ance that any money they may 
lend will not be used to kill Huns 
but will be ear-marked and used 
only for providing hospitals and 
curative treatment for other men 
who have been wounded fighting 
to preserve their lives, liberties, 
special concessions and property. 

The following dispatch from 
Saskatoon, dated October 13th, 
shows this to be the case: 

Sir Thomas White, after confer- 
ence with Mennonite Bishops at 
Saskatoon, has addressed a_ letter 
to the Mennonite pastors which re- 
moves religious scruples felt by 
Mennonites about subscribing to 
the Victory loan. Sir Thomas has 
agreed to set aside an amount equal 
to all subscriptions received from 
Mennonites for relief purposes, such 
as hospitals, convalescent homes, 
ete. 

The dispatch does not state 
whether the Bishops with whom 
Sir Thomas held his pour-parlers 
were representatives of the Men- 
nonites long settled in Canada or 
of the new reinforcements now ar- 
riving from the United States, or 
of both. The point is immaterial. 
A Mennonite is a Mennonite, and 
claims conceded to those now resi- 
dent in the Dominion are demand- 
ed by the new arrivals and granted 
to them also, Having conceded to 
the immigrants exemption from 
military service on the ground 
that their co-religionists in Canada 


are exempt, it would be scarcely | 


possible to refuse them any minor 
concessions granted to those resi- 
dent in Canada. It may be taken 
that the special treatment prom- 
ised by the Minister will be claim- 


ed by the new-comers as well as by | 


the old colonists; and it cannot 
with any show of reason be denied 
in the one case while granted in 
the other. 

This special treatment, it is to be 
observed, marks a new develop 
ment in the separatist program of 
the Mennonites. Hitherto those re- 
sident in Canada have claimed 
only exemption from military ser- 
vice and the right to control their 
schools. Refusal to share the finan- 
cial burdens laid upon other citi- 
zens is something new, and its re- 
cognition and acceptance creates 
a new privilege for the members 
of the sect. As warrant for this re- 
fusal neither precedents law nor 
order-in-council can be cited, and 
the privilege now accorded is ac- 
corded without any obligation 
either in statute or in practice. It 
is a free gift from Sir Thomas, of 
a ‘‘right’’ which is bo‘h discrimin- 
atory and capable of very elastic 
interpretation in future. 

Liberty of conscience is allowed 
by Canadian law and proclaimed 
as one of the most cherished priv- 
ileges of the Canadian people. In a 
country where everyone is allow- 
ed to believe what he finds most 
agreeable, and to live according 
to that belief within bounds of 
commonly recognized propriety, it 
is of more vital importance than 
elsewhere that heed be given as 
to what beliefs are held and prac- 


tised by people seeking admission | 


to the rights of residence and citi- 
zenship. There is no occasion to 
quarrel with the Mennonite doc- 


trine, nor with the desire of Men-| 


monites to live in accord with that 
doctrine. 
different question whether people 
holding that particular doctrine 
should be allowed to enter Can- 
ada, to live and practice the doc- 
trine here. 

For some reason which does not 
yet appear our Government seems 
to have reached the conclusion 


that it is a fitting and necessary | 


part of the win-the-war policy that 
Western Canada should be filled 
up with German-speaking pacifists 
who will neither fight, lend money 
for war purposes, nor send their 
children to the publie schools, To 
discuss that decision on its merits 
would probably be to ineur the 
penalty of the order-in-council 
making it an indictable offense to 
offer criticism damaging to the 
Federal Government. But it may 
be permissible to point out that 
the effect of this newly created 
preference must be to further stim- 
ulate the new immigration policy, 
and to enlarge the in-pouring 
‘‘stream’’ of people whose anti- 
war sentiment makes their depar- 
ture from the United States a 
theme which United States news- 
papers discuss with fervent grati-
